THE YEAR 1930. 


F racing made less profit than usual during 

the year of 1930, it made more than ordinary 
progress. If crowds were small and business 
poor, the sport has borne up well under the ad- 
versity of continued hard times. It has weath- 
ered the storm of business depression in a man- 
ner that suggests solidity. No one will contend, 
however, that it was a good year. 


Illinois had a record season, largely as a result 
of the vigorous new management at Arlington 
Park. Illinois tracks distributed more than $2,- 
375,000 in stakes and purses. Maryland and New © 
York maintained good racing, but had small 
crowds. Kentucky had ordinary racing, and at- 
tendance in keeping. California again became a 
testing ground for Thoroughbreds. Spring and 
fall meetings were held at the old Tanforan 
track. Agua Caliente gave a summer meeting, 
so that the Far West now has racing practically 
the year around. Florida racing was held at 
Hialeah Park under the auspices of Joseph E. 
Widener and others identified prominently with 
New York racing. In November W. T. Waggoner 
and his sons staged their second annual meeting 
at Arlington Downs, in Texas, at their own ex- 
pense. The response was a sure indicator of a 
favorable trend of sentiment in the great state. 

Death laid a heavy hand on the sport this year 
again. Late in the year Harry Payne Whitney 
passed away. He was a man whose influence on 
American racing, and especially on American 
Thoroughbred production, was surpassed by that 
of no other sportsman of the century. A few 
weeks later Gifford A. Cochran died. C. V. Whit- 
ney, only son of H. P. Whitney, is carrying on

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father. Among the others of prominent connec- 
tion with the Turf who died during the year were 
W. P. Fraser, George J. Long, Edward A. Tipton, 
John D. Carr, Shelby T. Harbison, James H. 
Baker, Allan Pinkerton, E. H. (Snapper) Garri- 
son, H. Griffin, C. Kummer. Among the horses 
that died were the great mare Prudery, the stal- 
lions My Play, Spur, *Ambassador IV, Trap Rock 
and *Under Fire, and the racer Glen Wild. 

Racing produced a good band of 2-year-olds, 
and, with a few exceptions, a mediocre group of 
3-year-olds. The handicap division had little 
class, except for a few horses. Equipoise, James- 
town, Twenty Grand and Mate proved themselves 
the best of the first-season performers, with Don 
Leon and Siskin the leaders in the western 
sector. Gallant Fox, in the 3-year-old division, 
swept through the season with an unprecedented 
series of victories, taking the Wood Memorial, 
(Preakness, Kentucky Derby, Belmont, Classic, 
Lawrence Realization and Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
and establishing himself as the world’s leading 
money-winner. He was the undisputed cham- 
pion of the year, though Crack Brigade, Gallant 
Knight, Questionnaire and the unfortunate Which- 
one made brilliant efforts against him. The 4- 
year-olds and older horses were not up to stand- 
ard. Blue Larkspur was master of them at Ar- 
lington Park, but raced nowhere else, and the 
hoped-for meeting between him and Gallant Fox 
never came about. Jack High got in the Metro- 
politan Handicap with only 110 pounds and set 
an American record of 1:35 for a mile, but his 
career was short. Victorian and Misstep raced 
but little. Sun Beau held sway during the fall. 
Lady Broadcast, a remarkably fast filly, turned 
in some top-notch races. Easter Stockings dis- 
played some sterling performances. For the 
most part, however, the great handicaps of the 
year were fought out by the second-raters. Arc 
Light perhaps was the best steeplechaser of the 
year, though *Tourist II also distinguished him- 
self among the jumpers. 

H. P. Whitney's stable, whose activities were 
carried on almost without a break after Mr. 
Whitney’s death, was the leading money-winning 
stable, with a total of about $390,000. William 
Woodward was placed second by the remarkable 
achievements of Gallant Fox. C. B. Irwin, called 
“Cowboy” in the West, led the trainers in point 
of number of winners. He saddled the winners 
of 89 races, far more than any other trainer. 
James Fitzsimmons, trainer for Mr. Woodward 
and others, was the leading trainer in point of 
money won, with a total of $397,355. A. J. Joyn- 
er, dean of American trainers, was second with 
$218,905. Among the jockeys, Apprentice H. R. 
Riley was the leader. His total stood on Decem- 
ber 20 at 172. The Louisville apprentice, Eugene 
James, was the most sensational development of 
the year. He had the first mount of his career 


in July and now it appears practically certain 
that he will be no worse than third on the list 
when the year is finished. Raymond (Sonny) 
Workman was the outstanding rider among the 
older jockeys. The year was marked by the re- 
turn to the saddle of the great rider, Earl Sande, 
who piloted Gallant Fox in all his races. 


The year has seen many auction sales. The 
market has been overcrowded. Much rubbish has 
been sold. Prices have been much lower than 
under ordinary business conditions. The Saratoga 
yearling sales, for instance, averaged $2,744 this 
year as against $3,690 last year. The poor mar- 
ket conditions have brought about a new agita- 
tion for a concerted effort to eliminate some of 
the worst stock, but nothing has come of it. 

One of the most encouraging considerations, 
as we pause and sum up the year’s developments, 
is the fact that the young horses which are to 
make their first season in the stud next spring 
constitute one of the best groups to be retired 
in many years. The names of a few will be suf- 
ficient proof: Gallant Fox, Blue Larkspur, Vic- 
torian, Misstep, Diavolo, Toro, Distraction, Nas- 
sak, *Bull Dog, Sun Edwin, Roguish Eye. 

A significant gesture of the wealthier sports- 
men of the country was the beginning of the 
Grasslands International Steeplechase at Grass- 
lands Downs in Tennessee. The visit of Lord 
Derby to America, his witnessing at Churchill 
Downs of the great race which bears his name, 
and his election as an honorary member of the 
Jockey Club, were tokens of international good 
will in the sport. The election of William Wood- 
ward to succeed F. K. Sturgis, resigned, as 
chairman of the Jockey Club, was a happy 
choice. The recovery by Col. E. R. Bradley of 
his health and the third annual Orphans’ Day 
race meeting at his Idle Hour Farm, brought 
happiness to many’hearts in a hard year. 

It has been an upstream battle this year. THB 
BLOOD-HORSE is glad to conclude that racing has 
made headway against the current.

ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 


HE rumor persists, as rumor have a habit of 
doing, that “Uncle Henry’’ McDaniel, who is 
to take the helm for Joseph E. Widener in the 
near future, will take the entire stable to 
Churchill Downs for the spring training season. 
The presence of the Widener string will lend 
much to the attractiveness of the training pro- 
gram at that course, which for the past several 
seasons has lacked something on the score of 
Eastern establishments. It was in 1926 that the 
forces from Elmendorf last prepped at the Downs 
track. That was the year Osmand, star of the 
string, finished a nose back of the late Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Whiskery for all the money in 
the Kentucky Derby. 


And it has been six or eight years since 
“Uncle Henry” gave his charges their spring 
gallops over the historic oval, his last foray into 
Kentucky having been while he was training the 
steeds of Commander J. K. L. Ross, who, up 
until a few seasons ago, raced one of the most 
prominent stables on the North American con- 
tinent. But McDaniel is far from a stranger in 
these parts. He developed a whole car-load of 
champions and near-champions in the many 
years he has been training horses to race fast 
and far, and there is nobody with better cre- 
dentials for the task which confronts McDaniel 
for next season. Bert Michell, who developed and 
raced Reigh Count and Anita Peabody, learned 
many of the fine points of the trade from him. 


It also is being noised about that Kentucky’s 
own Peter Coyne, who has been campaigning the 
Widener horses on the New York’ tracks for 
the past few years, will train a division of the 
stable again next season, racing his charges on 
Kentucky and Illinois tracks. This observation 
may sound like sour grapes, but Pete would 
much prefer to ply his trade in this neck of the 
woods, for the simple reason that it is home to 
him. Peter J. Coyne is like that. He is one of 
the first race track figures who became familiar 
to the writer, who saw him standing on the 
backside at the Downs just opposite the five and 
one-half furlongs mark, watch in hand, so often 
that he became quite as much a part of the 
scenery as the pole itself. Pete is that type of 
conditioner which comes under the head of a 
“slow trainer,” shed-row parlance for a trainer 
who brings his horses up to their racing form 
slowly. And as a general thing a horse will hold 
his form much longer and will reach it with 
less risk of being knocked out than if given a 
quick prep. 

A third rumor is to the effect that Mr. Widener 
will probably purchase the good juvenile Epithet, 
winner of the Hopeful, in which event he downed 
Jamestown. And Epithet is pronounced by 
Monsieur Pierre Wertheimer, owner of his sire, 
*Epinard, as the most striking individual among 
the American-bred get of his pet horse 

This would give Mr. Widener three Kentucky 
Derby prospects, his own Novelist and Priory 
being the other two. Off his 2-year-old form, 
Epithet appears the best prospect. Novelist, a 
handsome grey son of the deported *Stefan the 
Great, was no slouch himself, he finishing close 
on the heels of the top-notchers in several 
Eastern fixtures for the division last season. 
Priory would have to improve vastly or the 
others fail utterly to come through the winter

as a horse should to rank with the best of them. 

In *Buckup, a daughter of the English sire 
Buchan and the mare Look Up, Mr. Widener has 
a potential Oaks mare. On several occasions this 
blaze-faced miss showed extreme speed and ac- 
quitted herself right nobly with the best of her 
age and sex. The master of Elmendorf hasn’t 
had a good race mare in some seasons and those 
who have had ample opportunity to observe her 
efforts aver that she is “fit.” 

With McDaniel and Coyne training and Garner 
doing the riding when the big money is at stake, 
the Widener stable should, given a modicum of 
luck, enjoy a very prosperous season. This not 
mentioning the many fine coming juveniles. 
Which reminds me that the seven-eighths brother 
to Osmand, the youngster that outworked any- 
thing else his age in the stable at Louisville, has. 
been named Robinson Crusoe.

STRANGE twist, fate, life, call it what you 

will, has taken in the case of Trainer Danny 
Stewart, recently appointed guiding spirit of the 
destinies of the Herbert M. Woolf racers, of 
which the good mare Lady Broadcast now is a 
member. Stewart, you know, or perhaps you 
don’t, trained that wonderful race mare Rose of 
Sharon, for Johnson N. Camden. The daughter 
of *Light Brigade didn’t start as a 2-year-old, 
being a big, husky sort. When she launched on 
her wonderful, if brief, 3-year-old career in the 
spring of 1929 she almost immediately took a 
couple of beatings, one at the heels of Agincourt, 
six furlongs in the mud, and another admin- 
istered by Lady Broadcast. 
By the date of the Kentucky Oaks Rose of 
Sharon was going in her best form and had 
learned thoroughly her lessons in racing. In that 
race she was called upon to measure strides 
again with the handsome daughter of Messenger. 
The majority of the crowd figured the latter 
the winner. What a horse race that one de- 
veloped. Current, one of the choices, set the 
pace and led to the turn out of the back-stretch 
where Rose caught and wore her down. On the 
turn for home the Camden filly looked to have 
the affair on ice, but just at that point the field 
swung around the elbow into the straight and 
there was Lady Broadcast. The little daugh- 
ter of Messenger was racing locked in her stride 
with the Camden giantess, had been all the way, 
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but was obscured from the stands in the run 
down the back side and around the turn by the 
big filly. 

Shouts of encouragement for the game little 
chestnut mare rang down from the stands and 
they ran right down to the wire in exactly the 
same positions, both out to the last ounce, Rose 
managing to maintain her nose advantage to 
the end. 

Then and there Danny Stewart marked Lady 
Broadcast down in his little book as one tough 
race mare. Now she is in his stable. 

* * 

O Whichone has been added to the roster of 

sires at the greatest stud in toute le monde. 
And you can study his ears from any angle you 
like without finding one single clue to the sug- 
gestion that he will prove a failure as a begetter 
of good race horses. He was an improvement 
over his sire, *Chicle, as a racer, so why not 
as a sire? 

Pecking along that line reminds me that I 
recently read somewhere that “Sammy” Smith, 
trainer for the Dorwood Stable, has learned to 
respect the very apparent quality of Whichone’s 
yearling seven-eighths brother, by *Chicle— 
Witchery, by Peter Pan, which he purchased out 
of the Himyar Stud consignment to the last 
Saratoga yearling sales for $16,000. This fellow 
has been named Incantation. This is really a 
superior colt. I saw him last summer and liked 
him better than any of the rest of the young 
hopefuls heading Saratoga way. He is a bit on 
the small side, has poor withers and the good 
Colonel couldn’t get him fat, but one look at 
his feet, limbs and prodigious muscular develop- 
ment and a study of his action and disposition 
are enough to commend him to the most 
exacting.

OCKEY EUGENE (GENE) JAMES is in a 

very fair direction to capture that prize at 
New Orleans, as he was at the last accounting 
leading his nearest rival, Jockey H. R. Riley, by 
12 winners, a lead that will hardly be overcome. 
Do I know Jockey James? Yes, and most of 
his kith in kin. James is the sort of young man 
we all are pleased to see make good in true 
Algerian style, because he is always a gentleman 
and his success hasn’t gone to his head. He has 
a brother whom he is sending to college and his 
father and mother, good honest folk who are 
justly proud of their son, are also reaping no 
little benefit through Gene’s efforts in the saddle. 
Maybe there was a better boy, but I never 
met him. 

It was very amusing, to say the least, to read, 
in a notorious Turf scandal sheet, an account of 
young James going out on a bender and making 
much whoopee at a New Orleans roadhouse a 
week or so ago. To James’ acquaintances that 
yarn is about as plausible aS would be one telling 
how Alky Pony was found shaking hands with 
the members of the Supreme Court.

HE more one sees of the Transmutes, the bet- 

ter one likes them. While I never thought 
this handsome, well-bred horse was anything to 
write home about as a race horse, I always fan- 
cied his breeding and individuality. Some of the 
most highly regarded coming juveniles in this 
part of these United States are sons and daugh- 
ters of the Broomstick sire. All of them I ever 
knew could really run, and one of the fleetest of 
foot is a bay-roan filly at Churchill Downs. 


She is one of a large band of coming 2-year-olds 
and when their trainer is anxious to know wheth- 
er a certain one has speed or not he just pits that 
youngster with the Transmute filly. With but 
one exception the result has been in favor of the 
“trial horse.” A fine young sire and the best- 
looking Broomstick at stud.

T would seem that a cut in the purse value on 
Kentucky tracks next year would have any- 

thing but a tendency to elevate the brand of 
sport, which, barring a few widely scattered fix- 
tures, is bad enough as is. Also, it may be that 
if this is done, the “gyp’’ horsemen would not 
have to turn to the bush tracks to find races 
they can win, and Kentucky will be the “happy 
hunting ground” of the Scully horse, the type at 
which so much talk of elimination has been di- 
rected. On the other hand, it is possible that 
this reduction of money distribution is to be a 
general thing, for it is noted that steps toward 
that end already are being taken in Maryland, a 
state which has been noted as one in which Turf- 
ites have been provided with a high-class sort of 
sport. 

Still, it wouldn’t make the horsemen feel any 
better to see men sitting around watching horses 
knocked off their strides, herded, etc., and draw- 
ing down the same fat salaries for about three 
hours of this “work” each afternoon, while the 
horsemen themselves are being made aware, 
through the cut in prize money, of the extremely 
hard times (?) the associations are experiencing.

He 
outclasses “One-Eyed” Connolly in that, whereas 
the latter is rough, The Kid has the manner of a 
gentleman, bearing of a well-to-do citizen, keeps 
good company and is a good entertainer. He 
formerly was a member of the same stage troupe 
as Al Jolson and still has a good voice. Joe Pat- 
terson has named a colt for him.

“Association headquarters” for having cast sus- 
picions at the staying and mud-running qualities 
of Jamestown, if any. Well, gentlemen, that he isa 
natural-born sprinter and cannot run in the gumbo 
is my story and until he wins a distance event 
from first-class horses and displays his wares in 
the mud I’m going to stick to it. And the dis- 
tance event must be in excess of one and one- 
quarter miles, for I have known sprinters to win 
races at that distance. “Association officials” de- 
clare Jamestown is the replica of his sire. With 
that I can heartily agree, insofar as his racing 
powers are concerned. St. James was a very 
fast horse, a well-bred one, and is a good indi- 
vidual, but did he ever win a race at a mile or 
over, did he ever win in the mud, and was he 
sound? Yes, I think Jamestown is very like 
him.

Mokatam is out of a daughter 
of *Brown Prince II, and so are Sport Dress and 
several other winners.

BRAMBLE FARM BREEDING PLANS. 


W. E. Caskey, Jr., came to Lexington after the 
close of the Bowie meeting and spent several 
days arranging breeding plans for the coming 
season at Bramble Farm. He has decided to 
send seven of his eight mares to the court of 
his young horse Phillip, coming four, son of 
Peter Pan, out of Washoe Belle (dam of 
Tarpaulin and grandam of Siskin), by Sweep, 
next dam Grace Commoner, by The Commoner. 
Phillip won the Rennert Hotel Stakes and other 
races and Mr. Caskey considers that he is the 
best horse he ever owned. The mares to visit 
him are Grace Cole (dam of William T., and five 
other winners, including Uncle Al and Friend), 
by Ornament—Princess Over by Hanover; Shug, 
by Sporting Blood, out of Grace Cole; Dagmar 
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(dam of three winners), by *McGee—White 
Plume, by *Order; Princess Nora (a mare Mr. 
Caskey feels certain is to produce an outstanding 
horse), by *Spanish Prince II, out of Noreen, by 
*Ogden; *Washerwoman, by Earla Mor, out of 
La Beuse, by Laveno; *Fornia, by Prestige— 
Foresight, by Halma; and Diana, by *McGee— 
Flycatcher, by Hastings. Mr. Caskey sent down 
to Miami from here in Bert Williams’ car on 
Thursday night last three yearlings which had 
been broken for him here to join his string ship- 
ped from Bowie. 

Chatting in the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE rela- 
tive to racing and race horses, Mr. Caskey gave 
it as his opinion that Twenty Grand is the best 
of the coming 3-year-olds as a racing prospect 
for 1931. He considers him a grand, big horse, 
which has been in good hands and well-treated. 
He doubts Jamestown’s fancy for a distance, and 
he thinks the campaigning Equipoise has had may 
possibly have the effect of depressing him to the 
extent he may not come back strongly and vi- 
gorously after his winter’s let-up. He explained 
that in his opinion the hard riding and heavy 
whipping by Workman will have its after effect 
on Equipoise, even though he is an unusual horse. 
He expressed the view, however, that Workman 
is inclined to ease off his practice to so heavily 
punish the horses he rides. Like others who have 
observed this jockey, Mr. Caskey considers him 
not brutal, but over-vigorous in the use of the 
whip. 


FAIR BALL’S NEW HOME. 

Fair Ball (brother to Chatterton), by Fair Play 
—Chit Chat, by *Rock Sand, now the property 
of the Pacific Coast Breeders’ Association, oper- 
ating Tanforan race track, is to enter the stud in 
charge of W. R. Wilson, who has a farm in San 
Mateo County, California. Mr. Wilson is trainer 
of the Thoroughbreds owned by Miss Grace Ham- 
ilton, and his farm is not far from Belmont, Cali- 
fornia. It is stated that a number of applica- 
tions for services to the young horse have been 
made and Mr. Wilson is quite enthusiastic about 
his opportunities. 


MARSHALL FIELD IMPORTS MARE. 


*Dark Ages, 6-year-old black mare by Jack- 
daw out of Silvane, by Silver Fox, arrived at 
the Claiborne Stud of Arthur B. Hancock in 
Bourbon County last week, after having been 
brought from England by the S. S. Minnetonka. 
*Dark Ages is the property of Marshall Field. 
She will be bred to Mr. Field’s young stallion, 
Stimulus. 


FETCHING IS RETIRED. 


Willard Mack, now busy in his picture work 
at Hollywood, writes THE BLOOD-HORSE that he 
has purchased the 6-year-old brown mare, Fetch- 
ing, by Flittergold—*Phenicia, by *Troutbeck, 
from C. B. Irwin, and will ship her to Bill Bee 
Breeding Farm, Mansfield Center, Conn. In Feb- 
ruary she is to be mated with *Rolls Royce, son 
of Tetratema from Device, by Amadis. 


GOTHIC DIES.

Twenty-eight mile races of 1930 were run in 
1:37 or better, according to Daily Racing Form. 
Seven were run in 1:36 or better, and one in 1:35, 
an American record. Belmont Park saw nine 
miles in 1:37 or faster, Arlington Park, 14. At 
Arlington Park Miss Bess on two occasions ran 
eight furlongs in 1:36 3-5 and 1:36 1-5. Sun 
Beau equalled the latter time in one of his vic- 
tories. Lady Broadcast’s name appears twice in 
the list of miles in 1:36 or better. Her 1:35 3-5 
at Arlington Park was the fastest mile ever run 
in America by a mare. The seven fastest miles of 
the year, as listed by Daily Racing Form, were:

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CLARENCE KUMMER’S DEATH. 


NEUMONIA took the life of Clarence Kum- 
mer, former jockey, at his home at Jamaica, 
Long Island, Thursday, December 18. He had 
been ill only a week. He was 31 years old. His 
widow and two children survive him. 


Clarence Kummer’s greatest fame was earned 
in 1920 through his eight victories with 
the invincible Man o’ War. He was not one of 
the leading jockeys in the number or value of his 
winning races, but was counted one of the best 
in the country when at the height of his career, 
which was practically finished in 1925. In that 
year he was under contract to the Log Cabin 
Stable at $12,000, and Gifford A. Cochran was 
paying the same amount for second call on his 
services, an arrangement which Trainer William 
Duke justified by the fact that the Log Cabin 
Stable had no yearlings to handle. He became 
dissatisfied with his engagement to the Log 
Cabin Stable and left its employ. The next year 
he was refused a license by the Jockey Club. 
In 1928 he was granted a permit which later in 
the year was revoked. Recently he had been 
galloping horses for James Fitzsimmons. 

Kummer’s mounts included Man o’ War, Sir 
Barton, Chance Play, Audacious, *Snob II, Blazes, 
Westy Hogan, Naturalist and Ladkin. On the 
latter he defeated *Epinard in one of the three 
races which the French horse ran in America. 
Among his employers were J. S. Cosden, Mrs. 
Margaret Emerson Baker (now Mrs. Charles 
Amory), J. F. and E. M. Byers, H. W. Sage, Mrs. 
Louise Viau, A. C. Schwartz, S. D. Riddle. He 
rode first for Sandy McNaughton. From 1916 to 
1928 he had 2,468 mounts, and 464 winners, a 
percentage of .19. His mounts won $1,248,898.

Entries for the forty-fourth running of the 
Futurity, to he run at the autumn meeting of 
1933 at Belmont Park, will be closed January 2, 
1931. Up to that date the produce of mares 
covered in 1930 may be nominated for the 
$25,000 added stake, which has an estimated 
gross value of $130,000, with $6,000 to the nomi- 
mators. The subscription fee is “$20 each, or only 
$10 if the money be sent with entry.” Entries 
will be closed on the same date for the Matron 
Stakes of 1932, for filly foals of 1930. The Ma- 
tron has an estimated gross value of $30,000. 


W. H. KARRICK RESIGNS. 


William H. Karrick has resigned his position 
as trainer of the flat division of the Sanford Stud 
Stable. His connection with the Amsterdam, N. 
Y., sportsman’s racers lasted just a year. Hollie 
‘Hughes, who last year trained the steeplechase 
division, will have both the flat racers and jump- 
ers next year, it is understood. The Sanford 
horses are now in winter quarters at the farm at 
Amsterdam. 


KELSAY JOINS FITZSIMMONS. 


The excellent racing organization which the 
late Gifford A. Cochran assembled is rapidly dis- 
banding and the members finding new employ- 
ment. William Kelsay, chief jockey, has affili- 
ated himself with the stable of James Fitzsim- 
mons, leading trainer of 1930, it became known 
last week. Jockey Kelsay is one of the oldest 
riders now active in America, but is still one of 
the best. He is now at his home in Eugene, Ore. 


Other jockeys in the employ of Trainer Fitzsim- 
mons are A. Abel and W. Carroll. 


ADDED STARTERS FEWER. 

The new added starter rule in New York 
brought results. In previous years many train- 
ers took advantage of an old rule and entered 
their horses in stakes as added starters in order 
to get an outside post position. This year, 
whenever an added starter was entered, there 
was a new draw for post positions. This year 
there were only 39 added starters, as compared 
with 69 last year. Albert Burlen, clerk of the 
scales for the Jockey Club, has announced his 
annual compilation of figures, and included the 
item on added starters. There were 1,063 races 
in 1930, of which 161 were stakes, 195 were 
steeplechases, 810 were for 3-year-olds or older 
horses, 723 for 2-year-olds. The racing extended 
through 176 days. Claims totaled 137, dis- 
qualifications 17, dead heats one.

PIMLICO STAKES CUT. 

The Maryland Jockey Club feels the pinch of 
depression. It has announced that the Dixie Han- 
dicap will have an added value of $15,000 next 
year. This is a reduction of $10,000 in the added 
money. The Spring Handicap is reduced from 
$7,500 to $3,000; the Jennings Handicap from 
$6,000 to $3,000, the Green Spring Valley Steeple- 
chase and the Pimlico Oaks from $5,000 to $3,000 
each. The Spring Juvenile Stakes is dropped 
from the schedule, the Rennert Handicap, pre- 
viously a $5,000 added stakes, is retained only as 
an overnight handicap. The Preakness is still 
$50,000 added. Stakes entries close January 5. 
The minimum purse will be $1,300. Winning 
trainers will continue to receive $50 for each 


victory. Other Maryland tracks may announce 


reductions similar to those at Pimlico.

MAJOR GILROY DEPARTS. é 


ELDOM has there come to Lexington from 

abroad a visitor who was more charming or 
more charmed than was Major Dudley Gilroy, of 
the Office du Pur Sang, Paris, and director of A. 
K. Macomber’s Haras du Quesney, in France. 
Major Gilroy came on Sunday afternoon, Decem- 
ber 14, and departed Tuesday evening, December 
18. In those four days he visited the following 
breeding establishments: Runners’ Rest (Lucas 
B. Combs), Ashland Stud (Major Thomas C. Mc- 
Dowell), Coldstream Stud (Charles B. Shaffer), 
Claiborne Stud (Arthur B. Hancock), Beaumont 
Farm (Hal Price Headley), Duntreath Farm 
(Silas B. Mason), Greenwich Stud (W. B. Miller), 
Brookdale Farm (Thomas Piatt), Mereworth 
Stud (Walter J. Salmon), Idle Hour Stock Farm 
(Col. E. R. Bradley), Hanover Stud (Tom B. 
Young), Castleton Farm (David M. Look), Wal- 
nut Hall Farm (Dr. Ogden M. Edwards), Fara- 
way Farm (S. D. Riddle and Walter M. Jeffords), 
Haylands (Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield), Keene- 
land Stud (J. O. Keene), Hartland Stud (Sena- 
tor J. N. Camden), Whitney Farm (Estate of H. 
P. Whitney), Greentree Farm (Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney), Elmendorf Farm (Joseph E. Widener), 
Kenney Place (George D. Widener), Le Mar 
Stock Farm (Leo J. Marks), Himyar Stud (Col.

Major Gilroy also visited the Kentucky Associ- 
ation Race Course. This latter, he, of course, 
saw at its worst. At its best it is not an attract- 
ive place, but the natives generally are able to 
get over a few apologies on the basis of its an- 
tiquity. At both Castleton and Walnut Hall, the 
visitor saw several of America’s leading trotting 
stallions. He visited Walnut Hall primarily be- 
cause Dr. Edwards and Mr. Macomber married 
daughters of the late Mr. Harkness, founder of 
the establishment, and he went to Castleton pri- 
marily because he desired to see the place where 
were foaled Maskette, Pope Joan and Court Dress, 
three mares which have made breeding history 
in Mr. Macomber’s establishment in France. 

Major Gilroy said, in leaving Lexington: “T 
shall, of course, not offer an expression of my 
preferences as to farms and horses, but I must 
say that I have never in my life met people who 
are so hospitable, so agreeable, or better in- 
formed on topics generally and about the horse 
particularly. My visit to Kentucky has been so 
pleasant that I am reluctantly leaving, but prom- 
ising myself that I shall return next year. You 
know, I have made a practice formerly of hunting 
during this season, but in future I intend to visit 
America instead, as I have done this year. 

“I have seen things in Kentucky that are so 
far advanced over what we have in Europe that 
I have marveled at the expertness of your people, 
and, too, it has been confirmative of my frequent 
advice to trainers in England to get abroad and 
see and know what others are doing. I regret to 
say it, but many the most trainers in England 
are stupidly provincial. The trainers in France 
are so to a far less degree. Many of the trainers 
in France are from other lands. 

“I shall not have time on this visit to stop in 
Virginia, but another year I intend doing so. 
Until the first week in January, I shall have a 
holiday at Philadelphia and in New York, and 
then I shall sail for home.” 

Major Gilroy appears to have made a friend 
of every one he met in the Blue Grass. He has 
an engaging personality, knows horses, knows 


bloodlines, and has the ability to impart his 
knowledge in a clear, direct manner. One elder- 
ly breeder said of him: “It was a pleasure to 
have Major Gilroy visit us. It is seldom that we 
have one come who is so well informed about 
horses and breeding. In the exchange of views 
he left quite as much with us as he gained from 
us. He is welcome at our place always.” The 
latchstring at THE BLOOD-HORSE office hangs to 
the outside for him, and it is so wherever he vis- 
ited. We wish him a safe voyage home and an 
early return. 


DEPENDS UPON WEIGHTS.

The Inagural Handicap, a 514 furlongs purse 
race run Saturday, fell to C. Bartsch’s Kingsport, 
a 10 to 1 shot. 


NURSERY COURSE AT HIALEAH. 

Said Joseph E. Widener recently to the press: 
“Some of our assistants, now at Hialeah 
thought, I suppose, to compliment me by re- 
ferring to the recently completed 3-furlong 
straightaway as the new Widener course. Realiz- 
ing that Turf records might confuse it with our 
Belmont straightaway, I have corrected this 
reference and have suggested that it be 
known as the Nursery course. It measures 
three furlongs, with just 30 feet between the 
pole and the back fence, so that contests will 
probably be at just a few feet less than three 
furlongs.” 


J. D. ALBRIGHT DEAD. 


J. D. Albright, an employee of Richard Car- 
man, Sr., died at San Francisco recently. He 
formerly owned and trained a few horses.

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NEWMARKET SALES. 


E total return for Thoroughbreds sold dur- 

ing the first week in December at Newmar- 
ket, England, was 238,561 guineas, which is to 
say approximately $1,192,805. Last year the 
figures were 319,220 guineas, approximately $1,- 
596,100, but there were 180 more horses in the 
catalogue in 1929 than in 1930. 

“Mankato,” in The Sporting Chronicle (Man- 
chester) comments that this year’s sale was in 
keeping with the result of 1922, when the total 
was 236,080 guineas ($1,180,400), and then pro- 
ceeds: “It may be said, when the circumstances 

are duly considered, that the sale has not only 
_ exceeded expectations, but has been satisfactory. 

“The catalogue, compared with many previous 
years, was not a strong one in any section, and 
I am in a position to state that the demand for 
really high-class broodmares exceeded the num- 
ber on offer.” 

The Irish Field (Dublin) says the sales were 
“followed with considerable anxiety,’ and then 
continues: “But, on the whole, the market, we 
consider, has been a reassuring one; that is, when 
looked at fairly in the light of the times we are 
living in. That the day of fanciful prices has 
passed long since everybody was well aware, and 
what most feared now was the chance there was 
of a veritable slump. Well, there was no slump, 
and that in itself may have been a great achieve- 
ment. 

“More than that, instead of there being one, 
there was a real demand for good horses, and if 
the December sales can be taken as a criterion 
of the presence of free money amongst the com- 
munity, the position of things in Great Britain 
must be much better than report had it is the 
case.” 


GRAND NATIONAL CHANGES. 


The conditions of the Grand National Steeple- 
chase for 1931, which is to be contested over the 
Aintree course at Liverpool, England, Friday, 
March 27, have been changed in several respects, 
and now read as follows: 

“The Grand National Steeplechase (Handicap) 
of 10 sovs. each, 50 sovs. extra if left in after 
January 27, with an additional 40 sovs. if left in 
after March 17, with 5.000 sovs. (including a 
trophy value 200 sovs.) added; second to receive 
800 sovs., third 500 sovs., and the fourth 200 
sovs., from the stakes; for 6-year-olds and up- 
word, which by March 17, 1931, have been placed 
first, second or third (by the judge) in steeple- 
chases of three miles and upwards, or the equiva- 
lent in foreign distances; or in steeplechases of 
any distance at Aintree, Liverpool; or the winner 
of any steeplechase value 500 sovs. (selling races 
in every case excepted). 

“Weights published January 22 at noon; the 
highest weight not more than 12 stone 7 (168 
pounds), and the lowest weight not less than 10 
stone 7 (147 pounds). Grand National course, 
about four miles and 856 yards.” 

In its comment on the conditions, The Daily 
Herald (London), says: “The principal changes 
are those which limit entries to six years old and 
upward, instead of five years old and upward, 
and to horses which have been placed, or win- 
ners under certain’ conditions, instead of, as 
hitherto, to horses without restriction except as 
to age. 

“This is the first time 5-year-olds have been 
barred from being entered for the race. The last 


winner of the race of this age was the French 
horse, Lutteur III, in 1909. Other 5-year-olds 
which have won it are Empress, Austerlitz, Regal, 
and Alcibiade. 

“The lowest weight will be 10st. 7lb. (147 
pounds), instead of 10st. as last year, thus giv- 
ing a range of only 2st. in the weights (28 
pounds). The bottom weight has varied from 
time to time in previous years, and used to be 
as low as 9st. 7lb. (133 pounds), Sunloch winning 
the race with that weight in 1914. 

“The other conditions of the race remain the 
same with the exception that an owner who leaves 
his horse in at the final acceptance will have to 
pay 100 sovs., instead of as last year 85 sovs., 
with an additional 15 sovs. if he ran his horse. 

“These alterations are intended to eliminate as 
far as possible the entries of mediocre horses, 
and the consequent menace of a huge field, 
brought about by sweepstakes promotions and 
their temptations, which threatened to make the 
race a possible fiaso. 

“A field which equalled record in the number 
of starters recently ran in the Manchester No- 
vember Handicap, and this was considered to be 
entirely due to the Irish Hospitals Sweepstakes 
on the race, which offered much bigger prizes to 
drawers of runners as compared with non-run- 
ners. 

“In the Irish Hospitals Sweep, which is now 
being promoted on the Grand National, the con- 
ditions have been altered to the extent that no 
bigger prize will be paid for a starter than for 
an entry.” 


A. C. SCHWARTZ RIDES OWN WINNER. 


When Hun Bronze led home a field of eight 
other jumpers in a steeplechase at Windsor, Eng- 
land, December 18, he was ridden by his owner, 
A. Charles Schwartz, American sportsman. Mrs. 
F. B. Bibby’s Prince Rowland was second and 
Major Stevens’ Congo third. The winner paid 
100 to 8. Victor Emanuel, another American, 
was the owner of Merano, which won the Mill 
Hurdle race the same day, beating Arvello by six 
lengths, with Magic Moon third. Merano, which 
formerly raced in the United States, was an odds- 
on favorite. 


LEAVES MONEY FOR SICK ANIMALS. 


Michael Winburn, an American millionaire, who 
had a home in France where he maintained many 
pets, and who frequently visited London, has be- 
queathed in his will, recently probated in New 
York, the sum of $80,000 to the People’s Dispen- 
sary for Sick Animals of the Poor of London. 
Through the influence of Mr. Winburn, a branch 
of the People’s Dispensary was established and 
opened in October. To this he left $250,000 to be 
given from the residuary estate at the expiration 
of the trust he established by his will. 


AMERICAN M. F. H. IN ENGLAND. 


A. Henry Higginson, steward of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, who has 
hunted in America for the past 20 years, this 
year joined “Parson” Milne as master of Cat- 
tistock hounds in England, and it is related by 
The Daily Mail (London) that he “may be the 
master of another hunt next season.’”’ Comment- 
ing, The Mail says further: “Mr. Higginson would 
be a sufficiently dashing master for any pack. 


He rides in the American style, with his knees 


well up the saddle, which gives a very unusual 
appearance, as the M. F. H.’s coat was designed 
essentially for the days when men rode ‘long.’ ”’ 


= 
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RULE CHANGE REQUESTED. 

Sir Clement Hindley, Chairman of the Bet- 
ting Control Board in England, is asking 
for a change in the rules of racing to require 
overnight declaration of runners. The rule now 
is that runners be declared 45 minutes before the 
race. The requested change is based on economic 
reasons. Each machine used in operating the 
totalizator has accommodation for 40 horses. When 
there are more than 40 eligibles it becomes nec- 
essary that another machine, carrying numbers 
from 41 to 80, be installed to provide for all run- 
ners. It also becomes necessary to arrange for 
tickets for the full number of entries, and since 
each ticket, even for horses which do not run, is 
code-marked, that means considerable wastage. 
Trainers are not generally in favor of the change. 
It means that they might be considerably put 
out at times, when racing at one point, to get in 
their declarations to the clerk at another course. 
It is noticeable that there is no such thing as a 
“field” in the betting in England. Each horse 
has a ticket. It should be so in this country. 
We are far behind in this respect. THE BLOOD- 
HORSE has prevously called attention to the fact 
that if our tracks were wider (and they should 
be widened) the eligible lists could be aban- 
doned and the question of elimination would be 
earlier solved because of the opportunity for 
more frequent running or horses. The pari-mu- 
tuel arrangements should also be altered to per- 
mit of tickets for each and every horse in the 
race. 


LORD D’ABERNON’S VIEWS. 


The fourteenth annual meeting of the Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association of England was 
held at Newmarket December 3, with Lord 
d’Abernon, its president, presiding. After having 
reviewed the general causes which had led up to 
the present disturbed state of the Thoroughbred 
horse industry, and after having explained the 
economic causes which brought about the fall 
in prices, Lord d’Abernon said: 

“I turn now from these somewhat theoretical 
views to make a few observations on the private 
and special causes which affect the value of 
bloodstock, apart from the general causes. The 
most important is the development of the totali- 
zator. Sir Clement Hindley made a very inter- 
esting speech the other night in which he said 
that he was satisfied with the results achieved, 
and was confident of the future. You could not 
have a keener or a more impartial judge. I ar- 
rive at the same conclusion by a slightly differ- 
ent route. My argument is the negative one: 
that if, when the totalizator has only just be- 
gun to gain an effectual footing with the betting 
public, it has been able to achieve gross earnings 
of over £250,000 ($1,250,000), its future possi- 
bilities must be brilliant. As soon as a larger 
proportion of ‘on the course’ betting and, still 
more, of ‘off the course’ comes to the totalizator, 
earnings will progress rapidly. The unconquered 
territory is vast. I estimate that the three mil- 
lions ($15,000,000) passing through the totaliza- 
tor this year represent less than 2 per cent of the 
total money which passes in this country in bet- 
ting, although a much larger percentage of the 
public use the totalizator. I gave you the basis 
last year derived from the revenue of the betting 
tax for that year, and I adhere to my estimate. 
If you ask me why the totalizator has not so far 
gained a larger proportion of the total turnover, 


the answer is: the inborn reluctance of every 
true Briton to pay cash. I do not blame this; I 
believe it to be evidence of a high civilization and 
a proof of the confidence we are all justified in 
feeling in one another. But thé result of this 
reluctance is unfavorable to rapid totalizator de- 
velopment. A man will bet a ‘pony’ ‘on’ the nod’ 
more readily than he will invest 10 shillings which 
he has to produce from his pocket and pay in at 
a quichet he experiences some difficulty in reach- 
ing. If we wish the totalizator to be a great 
success special measures will have to be taken 
to overcome the strong tendency in human nature 
to avoid cash payment. 

“The general position may be pictured as fol- 
lows: Formerly a vast stream of gold was pass- 
ing in betting—probably over half a million 
pounds sterling ($1,500,000) a day. The Jockey 
Club, with rare statesmanlike grasp, promoted 
legislation to make this golden stream contribute 
to the development of racing and horse-breeding. 
The totalizator was established as a power sta- 
tion to harness the forces represented by this 
stream of money to useful purposes. But so far 
only about 2 per cent of the total current has been 
brought into the sluice which leads to the tur- 
bines; 98 per cent continues to flow uselessly 
along the old bed of the river. This is, of course, 
an intolerable position; the apparatus and ma- 
chinery is only partly used—the anticipated bene- 
ficial result has not been achieved, although the 
attraction of racing has increased and amenities 
on some courses have notably improved. Means 
must be found to utilize a larger proportion of 
the power available. 


“Against my estimate of possible turnover, I 
should like to say this: that I recognize the prob- 
able result—namely, that totalizator betting will 
reduce the total amount of turnover. I know 
many members of rich families who are now sat- 
isfied with a modest 2 shillings or 10 shillings, 
whereas previously they would have bet in ‘fives’ 
($25) or ‘ponies’ ($50). I do not call this re- 
duction any national loss, and it should certainly 
quiet the apprehensions of those who fear a non- 
ethical result from the introduction of the totali- 
zator. Betting on a small scale is hardly gam- 
bling; it is rather a modest expression of opinion 
—-a gymnastic exercise of the judgment in testing 
evidence and report. 

“There is only one other point which I desire 
to mention—the utilization of the sums which 
eventually come through the totalizator and 
which are to be devoted to the promotion and 
development of horse breeding. Now this asso- 
ciation last year passed a resolution to the effect 
that we did not desire and direct subsidy or sub- 
vention to support horse breed’ng; we are quite 
satisfied to profit indirectly from the improve- 
ment of racing, the reduction of entrance fees, 
and the amelioration of prizes. These results 
will improve both the quality and the value of 
the Thoroughbred, and we are satisfied, at any 
rate for the present, to leave it at that. 

“You will agree with me that the period through 
which we are passing is one which, if severe, is 
of almost incomparable interest. The immediate 
aspect is dark and gloomy, but there is ample 
ground for hopefulness—and in no field of activ- 
ity more than the Turf. We are in a period when 
active and intelligent reform has been pushed 
forward at a rate which would have appeared in- 
credible a few years ago. The initial stage of 
fundamental change is bound to be difficult, but 
the ultimate result cannot fail to be beneficial to 
the permanent interest of the British Turf and 
of British horse breeding.”

BLACK SERVANT, a high-class race horse, with dazzling speea, and the ability to carry on over a route, 
as a 2-year-old won at 4 furlongs in 0:48; at 514 furlongs in 1:06 4-5; was second in the Cincinnati Trophy 
and third in the United States Hotel Stakes, the 6 furlongs being run in 1:11 4-5. BLACK SERVANT at 
three won the Blue Grass Stakes, Proctor Knott Handicap, Thoroughbred Record Handicap, and a purse 
race; was beaten a head by his stablemate, Behave Yourself, for the Kentucky Derby; second to Grey Lag 
in Devonshire International; second to Sporting Blood in Latonia Championship, second to H. E. Coleman 
in Twin City Handicap.

BLUE LARKSPUR, one of America’s most brilliant race horses, stands third in the list of great money- 
winning horses, with a total of $272,070 to his credit, Zev and Gallant Fox only being ahead of him in 
earnings. BLUE LARKSPUR won 10 races in 16 starts, was thrice second and once third. At two years 
old he won the National Stallion Stakes, Saratoga Special and Juvenile Stakes, was second to Jack High in 
the Hopeful; only out of the money in the Futurity, in which race he was injured. At three he won the 
first time out, defeating Clyde Van Dusen at 1 1-16 miles. He finished fourth in the Kentucky Derby won 
by Clyde Van Dusen; won the Withers, Belmont ani American Classic Stakes and was second to Grey 
Coat in the Dwyer Stakes. At four he started three times, his first out being second to Fair Ball in a 
purse race, and then winning the Stars and ot ry Handicap and Arlington Cup. He bowed a tendon while 
at exercise at Arlington Park and this caused his retirement from racing. BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams.

Chestnut, 1914, by Sunstar—Angelic, by St. Angelo. No. 4 family. 


*NORTH STAR III. won the Barton Mills Nursery and Middle Park Plate at Newmarket and $16,875 as a 
2-year-old in England. His first foals came in 1922, and he early entered the list of leading sires. 
In 1924 he was sixteenth; in 1925, fourteenth; in 1926, second to Man o’ War; in 1927, fifteenth; in 1928, 
fifty-first; in 1929, twenty-third.
